Washington, Oct. 18 (AP* — A 
group of democrats on the senate 
foreign relations committee agreed 
in principle today on a plan to re­ 
lax controversial shipping provisions 
of the administration’s neutrality 
bill. 
The proposal, offered by Senator 
C linally (D-Tex.), would authorize 
American vessels to carry all goods 
eseept arms to belligerent ports in 
South America, the Pacific ocean, 
the China sea, the Indian ocean, the 
Bay of Bengal and the Arabian sea. 
Connally told reporters that a

reached.

group of democrats 
would work on details at an after­ 
noon session, he said. 
Relaxation of the shipping pro­ 
visions was expected to lessen op­ 
position to the neutrality bill and 
hasten a final vote. Previously, ad­ 
ministration leaders agreed to strike 
out a provision permitting belliger­ 
ent countries to obtain 90-day credits 
on purchases in this country. 
On the senate floor, Senator Holt 
(D-W. Va.), a vigorous administra­ 
tion critic, opened debate with a 
charge that the Roosevelt udmiuia- 
tration "never had been neutral, 
never will be, and never intended 
to be.’’

Joseph Conrad — a Pole by birth, and a form er seaman, who became 
one of the m ost masterful writers of English fiction of his time, kept 
correcting his m anuscript until it took an expert to read it! 
I have 
seen m any an original m anuscript by Conrad, and the corrections take 
up as m uch room, as a rule, as the original copy page. 
A new spaper friend told me recently th a t the late A rthur B risbane’s 
copy, as it was handed into the telegraph office, was almost unreadable 
because of its m ultitude of corrections. 
Yet his column was one of the 
simplest an d purest in English writing, of any newspaper com m entator 
ol his time. 
Correction is a way by which we climb, by w'hich we learn, and by 
which we become an example to others.

Philadelphia, Oct. 18 (A P;—Sur­ 
gery which reroutes the muscles of 
children crippled by infantile p ar­ 
alysis so that a lost muscle is partly 
replaced by a muscle elsewhere was 
reported to the American College of 
Surgeons today. 
Dr. J. T. Nicholson, of Philadel­ 
phia, described at the Children’s 
hospital how this has enabled chil­ 
dren threatened with twisted limbs 
to grow straight legs and norm ally- 
shaped feet. 
There are about. 40 muscles in a 
hum an leg. Infantile paralysis may 
destroy any number of these, but 
usually 
leaves some 
intact. 
The 
muscles that rem ain are no longer 
balanced. There are more on one 
side than the other. 
The result is a lop-sided pull and 
bones that grow warped and twisted. 
By an operation which has re ­ 
cently been developed in a num ber 
of clinics in this country, the te n ­ 
dons of 
the 
intact muscles 
are 
transplanted. If. for example, the 
intact muscles are at the back of 
the leg, while the front muscles are 
destroyed, the back muscles will pull 
on the ham string tendons to bend 
the knee permanently backward. 
The new operation takes p art of 
the ham string tendon#, pulls them 
around to the front and runs them 
through a groove in the front of 
the knee cap bone, down to the ! 
front of tile leg below* the knee 
Thereupon the m uscular eontrae- 


I tion which would normally bend the 
knee backward is counteracted by 
| some of its own tendons pulling on 
I the opposite side 
Feet which "flail,” th at is, drop 
I limply downward when the heel is 
lifted, are held up by sim ilar re- 
; routing of tendons. 
After bones have finished growth, 
the surgeon then has a straight, 
normal leg-frame upon which he 
can further transplant tendons to 
spread the work of destroyed mus-
